Jerry Rusk on Fine Coiton.

WasHINGTON, November 29.—"Uncle
Jerry” Rusk, the picturesque and affatle
Socoretary of Agriculture, endorses the
views contained in arecent edlforial in
the News and Courier to the effect that
Egyptian cotton imported here should be
made to psy a doty. The discussion
arose from 2 statement made in these dis-

tches by Congressman Elliott, 'whose
attention had been directed to the matter
by various editorials on the subject in the
News and Courier, indicating his purpose

to introduce in the commF Congress a (]
o

bill or resolution providing for.the impo-
sition of & duty upon foreign raised cot-
ton, which now comes in duty free, in di-
rect competition with the cotton grown in
South Carolina and adjacent States, The
New England manufacturers, who are
benefited from the free importation of
Egyptian cotton, through their protection
organs took issue with Col. Elliott and
those who believe with him that unjust
discrimination is being exercised under
the existing tariff 1aw to the disadvantage
of Southern cotton-growers.

A copy of the News and Courier, of
November 9, was submitted to Secretary
Rusk by your representative, and his
attentlon was specially directed to the ar-
ticle therein on Sumatra tobacco and
E{ygtinn cotton. Being subsequently
asked for an expression of his views in
referance to the subject discussed in this
artiole, the Secretary reﬁ:lied very frank-
1y, as follows: “Yes, I have read that ar-
ticle witk a groat deal of interest, and I
fully concur in the.suggestion that the
imporls of foreign cotton, in the face of
ihe great increase of such im gorts during
the past year, should be subjected to an
adequnate duty. The experience of the
wool grower has shown that he has been
greatly aided by a judicious tariff on raw
wool, and it has SIB‘I! beén shown, notably
in the ccse of one of the coarse or carpet
wools, that an inadequate duty was seri-
ously prejudicial to his interests. The

fact presented by one of the papers quoted

in the article in question, regarding the
advance in prices of tobacco grown in
New England, as a result of the advance
in the tarif on foreign tobacco, prove
conclusively the advantage to the tobacco
grower of such protection, and I am for
the application of similar protection to
the cotton-grower, where it is needed.
am & Protectionist, and advocate a protec-
tive tariff on the lines indicated by one
of its chief advoeales, namely, the pro-
tection of cur American homes, the home
of the farm laborer'as much as the home
of the mill operatives.

A Greenville Failure,

GREENVILLE, S. C., November 27.—
Dacus & Jordan, one of the largest mer-
cantile establishments of this city, made
an assignment to-night to J. C. Rogers,
their bookkeeper, for the benefit of their
creditors. The assignment is without
preference, except that those creditors
who accept its terms are to be_paid firsi.

The firm has been in financial trouble
for some time and the efforts to compro-
mise with its creditors at 50 cents on the
dollar cash, or 65 cents by waiting until
next fall, failed, some of the creditors re-
fusing to accept those terms, Suits were
then begun, resulting in the assignment.

The liabilities are $31,000; actual and
nominal assets about the same, The
largest creditors are H. R. Claflin & Co,,
New York, $4,800, Hurst, Purnell & Co.,
Baltimore, $2,200; Myer, Rhinehardt &
Co., Baltimore, $1,700 ; Armstrong, Cator
& Co., Baltimore, $1,300.

The firm has done & large time busi-
nesg, and about $11,000 is owing them.
The establishment was known as the
¢ Alliance Store,”’ because the Alliance
had selected it as the place to do its
teading. The firm had offered the Alli-
ance better ferms than any other. A
meeting of creditors will be held Friday,
December 4.

As it may be of interest to your.subscri-
bers I will give my experience in raising
the ribbon sumarcane in the Piedmont
seetion at Cokesbury, in Abboville Coun-
ty. This year I planted on the 1ith of
April, which was late for ribbon cane, a
plot of ground eighlcen feet by ninety
feet long, the twerty eighth part ofan acro
and I gathered and made twelyo gallons
of good syrup, besides what [ sold, eat,
aud what was stolen from the patch.
That is at the rate of 336 gallons per
RCT'e.

My experiment will show the farmers
in the up-country that tlie ribbon cane
ean bo reised successfully in the Pied-
mont section of the State. It is much
batter when made than sorghum and will
yield more. Ther, too, you can make
sugar from it with very lttlo trouble,
One guarter of zn acre well fertilized
will make all the sugar and syruB one
family wonld need. 'I'bat is much better
than raising eotton at six and seven ceuls
per pound to buy it. Let us raise our
own supplies at home and_we will pros-
per. B. C. Hanr.

Anti-ﬂnﬁ-’l‘rrasnry Alllance.

ConsicaxA, TeExas, November 28.—
Tho anti-sub-treasury members of the
Farmers' Alliance in session here have
reorgenized the order under the original
charter. The new constitution provides
for prohibiting any man from becoming
a member who believes in, belongs to or
aids in any way any secret class organi-
zition that makes political demands on
its members, or in any way exercises
any distinetive functions of any political
party. 5

The ritual prohibits any man from be-
coming n member who favors socialism,
communism, or anarchy.

At the time Gordon was resisting Sher-
man’s advance Jones, then a staff cap-
taip, was delivering 8 message from his
chief, when he saw a little child clad only
in night clothes, hiding in terror behind
a frame house in the direct tracks of the
bullets from both armies, Jones rode
forward, took the child on his horse and
galloped back with her to the Confeder-
ato line. When the Union forces saw the
brave act they ceased firing, and there
was an impromptu cessation of hostili-
ties until the child had been carried to a
point of safety.

— Thero is now in China a comprehen-
sive system of telegraph lines runningto
all parts of the country. The Governors
of the ﬁrovinces keep watch over the line
and take care that they are maintzained in
working order. The Pekin Government
is now preparing to establish a railroad
gystem not less comprehensive, with
main and branch lines extending all over
the empire from the northern boundary
to the seaboard. Ship loads of rails have
just arrived at Shapghai within the past
few rconths, and it is reported that the
work oflaying them will begin early next
year.

— George Washington was one of the
richest men of his time in America, He
attached to his will bearing the date of
July 9, 1799, a schedule of his property
and placed the totalvaluation of the same
at $530,000. His estate was undoubtedly
worth more, and all of §700,000, andeven
more. The estimate of §530,000 was con-
gidered by Washington himself a very
low one, for in the notes which accom-
panied the will and schedule he {re-
quently roters to the ‘“‘moderate value”
and “lowest price aflixed”” of he various
pieces of property. Tho Ohio lands in-
cluded in the estate increased immensely
in value.

— The number of Ex-Confederates in
the Northern States is so great that Gen.
Gordon, the commander of the United
Confederate Veterang, has deemed it ad-
visablo to organize tho Order into two
divisions. One division is to have its
headquarters in Now York and the other
in Chicago, with subordinate camps
wherever it may appear advisable. The
existing organizationy will thus bae con-
golidated into the two divisions, accord-
ing to Gen. Gordoa's order, with the
camps atfiliated to either tho oneor the
other division, according to their locali-
ty. The object of the organization is
purely benovolent, It i3 “to assist poor
Ex-Confederate soldiers, and the widows
and orphans of soldiers, and to havo the
caro of the graves in the cemecteries
where Confederates are buried.” The
last is not the lenst of the duties of theor-
ganization, for large numbers of Con-
foderate prisoners died on Jobnson's
Isiand, at Camp Mitchell, at Fort Dela-
ware and a good many other places North
and  West.

— A movement in favor of better roads
has been inaagnrated in Accomac County,
Va., and at the coming ression of Lho
Logislaturo an effort will be made to se-
curo a spocial road law for that county.
A plan has already been formnlated
which, it is claimed, would resultin the
gecuroment of good public roads. Each
magisterial district is to bo a road dis-
triot, provided with a roadman to be ap-
peinted by the Governor at & salary not
exceeding 2600 per anunum. The connty
{s to furnish the necessary machinery and
tools to do the road work,and the county
Judge is to np{:loinm compotent engineer

o roads in the county and
malke a map of the same, and that said
engineer instruct the roadman in his
duties, ote. A tax iato be levied ofnot
less than ten cents on the hundred dol-
lars’ worth of property, and a capitation
tax ot fifty conts on each male person
over twenty-one years of age, the same
to be used in furnishing labor, teams,
otc.,,as the roadman may &8¢ proper,
Another section provides that the roads
shall not Le less than thirty feet wideand
tlio rondbod shall not Lo less than Lwelve
feot and the bridges not less than gixteon
feot, 'The rondman shall be required to
stmligl\ten up the roads, so fer &g practi-
